•'Hurrah, boys! see she rises!" was 
the general sliout. Up came tho 
whale, more suddenly than we expect- 
ed. A general dash was made at her 
by all the boats. '"Stern lor your 
lives; 'stern of all!" cried some of the 
more experienced harpooners. "See, 
abe'e U a flurry." First the monster 
flapped the water violently with Us 
fins; then its tail was elevated aloft, 
Inching the ocean around it into a 
mass of foam. This was not its death 
flnrry. for gainiug strength before any 
more harpoons or lances could be 
struck into it, away it went again, 
heading towards the iee. Its course 
was now clearly discerned by a small 
whirling eddy, which showed that it 
was at no great distance under the 
surface, while in its wake was seen a 
thin line of oil and blood which had 
exuded from its wonnd. Wearied, 
however, by its exertions and its tor- 
mer deep dive, it was again obliged to 
come to the surface to breathe. Again 
the eager boats dashed in, almost run- 
ning on its back, and from every side 
it was plied with lances, whilo another 
harpoon was driven deeply into it, 
making it doubly secured. 

Our boat was the most incautious, 
for we were right over the tail of the 
whale. The chief harpooner warned 
ns— "Back my lads; back of all," he 
shouted out, his own boat pulling 
away. "Now she's in her death 
flurry." These words were not out of 
his mouth when I saw our harpooner 
leap from the boat and swim as fast as 
he could towards one of the others. I 
was thinking of following his example, 
knowing he had good reasons for it, 
for I had seen the fins of the animal 
flap furiously, and which had warned 
him, when a violent blow which I fan- 
iced must have not only dashed the 
boat to pieces, but have broken every 
bone in our bodies, was struck on tbe 
keel of the boat. Up flew the boat in 
the air, some six or eight feet at least, 
with the remaining crew in her. Then 
down we came, ono flying on one side, 
one on the other, but none of us hurt 
even, all spluttering ami striking out 
together, while the boat came down 
kneel uppermost, not much the worse 
either. Fortunately we all got clear 
of the furious blows the mnustcr con- 
tinued dealing with its tail. "Never 
saw a whale in such a fliiry!"8aid old 
David, into whose boat I .taj taken. 
For upwards of two minutes the flurry 
continued, we all the while looking on 
and no one daring to approach it; at 
the same time a spoul of blood and 
mucous and oil asceaded into lbs air 
from its blow-holes and sprinkled ns 
till over. "Hurrah,, my lads, sh 
spouts blood!" we shouted ont to each 
other, though wo all saw anil felt it 
plain enough. There was a last lash 
of that tail, now iaint and scarcely 
rising abovo the water, but which, a 
minute ago, would huvo sent every 
boat round it flying into splinters. 
Then all was quiet. The mighty 
mass, now inanimate, turned slowly 
round upon its side, and then it floated 
belly up and dead.

Hints About Wateb. — No water 
that has stood in open vesssels during 
the night should be used for drinking 
or cooking. By exposure to the air 
it has lost its "aeration," and has ab- 
sorbed many ot tho dust germs floating 
in the apartment. If convenience re- 
quires water to be kept in vesaela for 
several honrc before use, it should be 
covered, nnlese the vessels are tight. 
Wherever practical, all distributing 
reservoirs si louldbe covered. Filter- 
ing always adds to the purity of water. 
Drinking water should not be taken 
from lakes or rivers on a low level. 
Surface water, or water in lakes, pools, 
or rivers which receive the surface 
wash, should be avoided as much as 
possible. Do nol drink much water at 
a time. More than two tumblers full 
should not he takeu at a meal. Do 
not drink between meals unless to 
quench thirst, an excoss of water 
weakens the gastric juice aud over- 
works the kiduoys. Excessive, pota- 
tions, whether of water or other fluid, 
relax tho stomach, impairs its secre- 
tions, and paralyzes its movements. 
By drinking a little at a time all in- 
jury is avoided.

The cultivatiou of Spanish Tobacco 
has been made a auccess iu Wiscon- 
sin Wisconsin seed tear commands 
from 4c. to 6c., while Wisconsin 
Spanish briugs readily from 7c. to 
12c. 

It has been generally supposed that 
'Pcrlque' Tobacco ia a peculiar vari- 
ety, but an exchange contradicts this 
aud asserts thai it is all in the hand- 
ling: 

While the plant is growing the 
smaller leaves near the top are strip- 
ped off, and the lower leaves attain a 
prodigious size iu cousequenee. 
These are then taken and pressed for 
some weeks without being allowed to 
dry thoroughly. Perique ia largely 
used iu tho manufacture of cigar- 
ettes." 

A Tobacco house, of Louisville, 
saya the excellent Tobacco News, is 
advised by a letter from Bremen : 
"It is no use talking tobacco here 
just now. I have seen dull times 
here, and you know what that means, 
but you have no conception or the av- 
erage stale of mind of tbe good fol- 
lows here. Duty or uo duly that is 
tbe question." 

The plurality of Tobacco seed has 
been ascertained by a correspondent 
or tbe Braekcn Chrofiiete : 

"He took'a spoonful or seed to the 
drug store ln Augusta and had It 
weighed in a very delicate pair or 
apothecary scales, and it weighed 138 
grains. Next he had weighed 
grain, which he found by counting 
contained 740 seed. This would 
give, 1,480 seeil to the grain, and 138, 
the number of grains iu a spoonful, 
multiplied by 1,480, the number or 
seed in a grain, gives 201,240; and 
supposing every seed to make a 
plant, and counting 5,000 plants to 
the acre, one spoonfol or seed will 
plant 40 acres and have 4,240 plants 
left. This count satisfies me that we 
all sow too many seed on our plant- 
beds. I think farmers generally sow 
a spoonful of seed on a bed twenty 
feet square— that is, a spoonful of 
seed 400 square feet; and on a bed 40 
by 50 foel containing 2,000 square feet, 
would require 5 spoonfuls or seed 
enough to plant over 200 acres. A 
count would give 8.524,800 seed to the 
pound, which would plant nearly 
1,705 acres. These figures appear 
enormous, but they are practically 
correct."
